Experts differ on the extent to which 
terrorist acts may or may not be coordi- 
nated. But many see the phenomenon as 
less a global conspiracy than outbursts of 
violence rooted in specific political and so- 
cial grievances. Violence is facilitated by 
easy access to guns and explosives, and 
encouraged by the power of television and 
other mass media, experts say
